W hen the W estern M aryland rail­ 
road's 6.15 o’clock passenger train 
leaves Fairfield depot thLs evening 
I th a t little community will be wlth- 
l out passenger train service. 
But with the passing of passenger 
^ train service there will be no m ourn­ 
ing in the thriving com munity of 
Fairfield. Moat folks there have au- 
• tomobiles or have friends who have 
m achines and In recent years few 
folks used the train service out of 
th a t town. 
It was forty-five years ago th a t 
the W estern M aryland pushed or 
pulled Its first passenger train into 
Fairfield. 
I t was a glorious event 
and the town celebrated. A new era 
I lad come bito being and townfolk.** 
had visions of a grow big. prosperous 
community. 
Railroad service was a 
great thing. The new “fast" method 
of transportation was an Innovation 
and Fairfield residents expected to 
make the most of it. 
Once Disappointed 
But back In those days residents 
of Fairfield were disappointed when 
the W estern M aryland laid their 
tracks and built their station nine­ 
teenths of a mile from tile 
town 
proper. 
“T hat's too far away ” was 
the shout th a t went up 
“ We want 
our station nearer town," they said. 
But railroad officials would not 
budge from their decision and the 
station was built In the orlgbial lo­ 
cation. 
But Fairfield residents were un­ 
daunted 
W ith the old horse-drawn 
flack they transported men. women 
and children from the town to tile 
station. 
W ith horse-draw n wagons 
^►hey hauled freight, mall and ex- 
ress to tile station. 
It was a long 
pull but Fairfield residents carried 
on. 
W ith 
passenger 
service 
came 
freight service. 
Soon came the fa­ 
mous excursion. 
T h at was some­ 
thing new again. 
"Why, Just think." they said. “we 
can drive to the station, board a 
trabi and within four hours be in 
Baltimore " T h at wan something 
Horsm to Auto** 
The late Samuel Sm ith was the 
first to enter the business of tran s­ 
porting folks from the town to the 
station.

L. H arbaugh followed

cam e the late Henry Reek and fin 
ally 8 L Allison, Fairfield under­ 
taker and present Adams county 
prothonotary. Passengers, mail and 
express were carried. 
From the horse-draw n wagon to 
th e automobile was the next step 
in this means of transportation to 
reach tile station. T h at was some 
tiling new again. 
And so Fa lr field tans carried on. 
Soon more trains were added to tile 
schedule until Fairfield I lad four 
passenger trains dully, two going 
east and two gobig west. 
A few 
years ago two of these four trabis 
were discontinued leaving only a 
train In tile morning from Highfield 
an d one evening train returning to 
Highfield. 
Abandon Service

ness on this branch became so triv­ 
ial th at the railroad company a n ­ 
nounced discontinuance of Hie re­ 
m ain big two passenger trains ef­ 
fective Monday, August 5.

Washington, Aug. 3 (AP>—‘'Strik­

over the measure and left its fu­ 
ture clouded 
In some quarters on Capitol Hill 
beliefs 
were 
expressed 
privately 
that 
adjournment 
of 
Congress 
might see the highly controverted 
measure still unacted ui>on. 
In quick succession the1 House 
voted 210 
to 155 
against 
what j 
many members term the "death 
sentence,” and then instructed its ; 
conferees on the utility bill to insist i 
that outsiders be excluded from 
conference sessions. 
Exclude Cohen, 183 to 172 
Tills action was aimed at Ben 
Collen, Administration aide, whom 
the Senate conferees insist be ad­ 
mitted to deliberations on Hie bill. 
The House vote 
was 192 to 172 
for Ids exclusion. 
The latter controversy had held 
the bill In a seemingly unbreakable 
deadlock 
for nearly three 
weeks, 
end to all appearances that dead­ 
lock was but made the tighter by 
the action of the House, 
Chairman Wheeler of the Senate 
conferees was indignant. 
"Tile House hasn't the right or 
authority to tell the Senate what 
Humid be done as to its conferees, 
nor lias the Senate the right to 
tell the 
House.” he 
said. 
"Tile 
presence or non-presence 
of

individual means nothing ”

New York, Aug 3 (AP). — Sand­ 
hogs boring the midtown tunnel 
from M anhattan to Weehawken, N. 
J., kept a murky rendezvous twenty- 
two feet beneath the Hudson river 
bed Friday when they completed the 
first stage of a new $37,500,000 ve­ 
hicular traffic tube. 
The tunneling crews, which had 
set out from opposite sides of the 
river more than a year ago, finally 
came together and "holed through.” 
Harry Stripling, Elmsford, N. Y., 
master mechanic was the first man 
to snake his way through the fif­ 
teen-foot pipe from the Jersey side 
to the (Manhattan caisson off the 
Thirty-ninth street pier. 
Shakes Ills Hand 
Charles 8. Glelm, construction en­ 
gineer for the port of New York au­ 
thority, grasped the veteran sand­ 
hog for a hearty handshake as he 
straightened his mud-caked frame. 
The handful of workers on the 
New York side cheered in their ig­ 
loo-like caisson as the New Jersey 
crew broke through after fourteen 
months of boring, 
Following Stripling, Hughle Mc- 
Fadden clambered out of tile pipe 
to grasp Gleim's hand.

Correction by engineers has ad­ 
justed the miscue so that the walls 
will meet "plumb” at the seaming 
up. 
Ten days’ work will be required to 
complete the Iron lining and, there 
after, it will no longer be necessary 
to maintain the 22 pounds air pres 
sure under which the sandhogs have 
been working. The pressure is em ­ 
ployed to hold back the silt; without 
it, the bore would cave In.

ORDERS PRUBE 
UF LIGHT RATE 


P. S. C. to Investigate Sched­ 
ule of Pennsylvania Pow­ 
er and Light Company. 


Harrisburg, Aug. 3.—A formal In­ 
vestigation of rates charged by the 
Pennsylvania Power and Light com­ 
pany was started Thursday by the 
Public Service commission. 
A rule was also issued against the 
company to show cause why it 
should not comply with the pro­ 
visions of the commission's uniform 
accounting system and why penal­ 
ties for failure to comply In the past 
should not be imposed. 
These two moves by the commis­ 
sion against the second largest elec­ 
tric utility in the state, which serves 
Harrisburg and surrounding terri­ 
tory, denoted the collapse of Infor­ 
mal negotiations which have been In 
progress for some months. The final 
conference was held Thursday after­ 
noon. 
No date has been set for a 
hearing in the inquiry. 
Call Rates Excessive 
Separate 
statements 
from 
th* 
governor's office and from Richard 
Beamish, counsel for tile public 
service commission, alleged that the 
company's rates were excessive. 
Tire commission said that it hod 
exhausted 
every effort to bring 
about "a fair and immediate reduc­ 
tion” in tile company’s rates with­ 
out having to go bito a formal rat* 
proceeding. 
Differences are centered on th* 
so-called Account No. 102, prescribed 
by the commission in Its uniform 
system for electric companies. Th* 
cost of the purchase of other prop­ 
erties is charged to this account. 
The account provides that after the 
cost of these properties has been de­ 
term hied, proper steps should b* 
taken to distribute the cost to th* 
various primary accounts, which are 
set up under the commission's ac­ 
counting requirements in such a 
fashion that the accounts themselves 
describe the property's function.
